Views on German Loans.

American bankers, he added, should 
consider “to what extent state and 
municipal loans should be made,”

War Act Still in Force.

920, which laid down lengthy defi- 
nitions of aliens to be excluded as 
anarchists or as those who taught, ad- 
vocated, orally or in writing, believed 
in, or otherwise supported violent 
overthrow of the United States gov- 
ernment or of all government or “all 
forms of law.” 

The speaker quoted the completed 
sections of the act and said they made 
it his duty to exclude all persons fall- 
ing under it.

ment inflicted on male prisoners in 
the Chatham county camps was found 
to be handcuffing to an upright post, 
with the hands behind the back, while 
the man sat or lay on the ground. 
The warden stated that they generally 
released a man as soon as he voiced 
contrition for his offense and prom- 
ised better behavior in the. future. 

In the male felony camp the warden 
stated that when he came to look at 
one prisoner thus fastened, he found 
him comfortably asleep on the floor. 
The rooms where these punishments 
are inflicted are the stock rooms. 

Women prisoners in, Chatham coun- 
ty are punished for incorrigibility by 
solitary confinement. In the negro 
women's camp, this is accomplished 
in small cubby holes with wire cover- 
ed openings above the door for ventila- 
tion. There is ample room for the 
woman to either stand up or lie on 
the floor as she pleases, but the only 
light is through the ventilated open- 
ings. The head of this camp stated 
that the longest time a woman had 
ever been kept in the eubby hole was 
three days, in the case of a particular 
ly obstreperous negro woman. 


Women's Camp Model. 


The camp for white women in Chat- 
ham county is a model in every par- 
ticular. The food, sleeping quarters 
and general equipment and cleanliness 
surpass that in most private homes 
It was impossible to find anything 
soiled or out of place. In fact. no 
hospital could be better furnished or 
more beautifully kept than this prison. 
There is a comfortable sittipg room 
for the inmates and the sleeping quar- 
ters are perfection itself. 

Discipline is enforced here by mak- 
ing the unruly woman occupy a room 
alone. These rooms, however, have 
comfortable beds, hot and cold run- 
ning water, lights and other conven- 
iences. In fact, as one member of 
the committee expressed it, “they call 
it punishment here to give a woman 
the kind of private room she, would 
pay extra to get in a hospital.”

A large force of employees 
has been organized to handle dispo- 
sition of the new license tags which 
E on sale today. 

Under the new law covering the 
sale of automobile license tags adopted 
at the last session of the legisla- 
8 each applicant must furnish an 

ath of ownership of the car for 
which he seeks a tag. If the oath 
is accepted, a eertificate of ownership 
is issued to the applicant, which is 
to be used as evidence of ownership. 

No personal checks will be accepted 
for payment of license tags this year. 

Applicants must send in verified 
checks or postoffice money orders. 
| The state revenue department is now 
active in arresting automobile owners 
‘whe are operating cars without the 
| 1925 tags and these arrests average 
about 30 a day, it was stated.

Editor Constitution 1 News by cable 
from Pekin as publishea in The Con- 
stitution may seem to be discouraging 


to many of our Christian people who 
are ¢> earnestly interested in foreign 


missions. That is to say, the proposed 
anti-Christian Christmas propaganda 
started by the Chinese students in 
Pekin. This movement may seem to 
be a serious menace to the progress 
of missionary work in China, but in 
fact it is not so at all. It is regret- 
table of course, that even a small 
number of Chinese students should en- 
tertain anti-Christian prejudices. 

To those who know the facts in 
the confused situation of China past 
and, present, it is easy to see how 
these excited students should be em- 
bued with anti-Christian prejudices. 
One of the reasons is that they failed 
to distinguish the Christian church 
and the missionaries representing them 
and the governments and nations from 
which they come. Consequently, they

So far as the colleges are concerned, 
the problem is not difficult. Facul- 
ties in a single session can reduce 
football within their own walls to 
any proportion desired. Reduce the 
number of games to one or two, lim- 
it the attendance to alumni and un- 
dergradutes, or even to undergradu- 
ates, abolish paid admissions, and 
the deed is done neatly and with dis- 
patch, 

High Schools Predominate. 

But many collegians are assuming 
to reform the sport itself. Here 
they mistake their admission. Foot- 
ball bas outgrown its college charac- 
ter. Less than 300 college teams 
were afield this fall. Compared with 
this little army the high and second- 
ary teams numbered approximately 

000. The high schools of the Unit- 
ed States reach into and include sever- 


“al hundred times more families and 


more people than the colleges. And 
high school football really closely ap- 
proaches college football in excellence. 

The cleverest goal from the field, 
this fall, a drop-kick of 55 yards, 
was scored by a high school player, 
John Cavosie, of Ironwood High, in 
Michigan. And this little high school 
boy is 6 feet 3 inches tall and weighs 
190 pounds. There is not a college 
team in the country that he could not 
make as fullback. It is interesting 
to speculate if the best composite 
high school team in the United States 
could not defeat the all-American in- 


- tercollegiate eleven. 


Lining: up with these 5,000 school 
teams are thousands of independent 
teams, amateur organizations banded 
together for the love of sport. Most 
important of all is the movement now 
well in motion among the leading cit- 
ies of the United States to establish 
complete systems of sports for their 
hoys and girls as major municipal 
functions. 

These cities are. planting athletic 
organizations within their boundaries 
far more comprehensive than the sys- 
— — of Harvard, Princeton, Lale, 
Stanford or of any other college or 


university. They are erecting great 


stadia and systems of playing fields 
and play grounds. They are creat- 
ing departments which aim to give a 
medical examination and a re-check to 
every boy and girl within their bor- 
ers. These great and growing mu- 
nieipal organizations will not permit 
the college football leaders to mislead 
them in any way. Another factor 
to be reckoned with in the equation 
is the growth of professional football. 
The stupendous portion of the public 
which ig denied attendance at the in- 
tercollegate games desires to have its 
football and the attendance of 70, 
000 members of this public at a re- 
cent professional game in New York 
city discloses that this stupendous 
section of the public can and will 
gratify its desire. 


Ten Million Backers. 


Back of all these activities are 10, 
000,000 young boys throughout the 
United States eager to comply with the 
primitive, instinctive and wholesome 
desire to be a great athlete.

New York, December 14.—(?)— 
Knute Rockne, self-styled “country 
boy” from Indiana, is rolling west- 
ward today, after having escaped the 
wiles of a “city slicker,” and he ** 
that he gets back to his job in his 
home town of South Bend. 

Last Saturday in Philadelphia he 
denied that he had agreed to coach 
the Columbia football team. Authori- 
tative reports say the contract would 
have been worth $25,000 annually, 

Columbia announced Friday night 
he had signed. Rockne appeared in 
New York Saturday and admitted that 
he signed an agreement to do as ad- 
vertised if the University of Notre 
Dame out home agreed to release him 
from a contract which had several 

ears to run. But he added that he 

ad notified the authorities at Colum- 

bia that the release was not forth- 
coming. and therefore he must de- 
cline their invitation. 

Chairman James R. Knapp, of the 
Columbia football committee, a well- 
cnown lawyer, was the man who con- 
ducted the negotiations with Rockne 
and he met the Notre Dame coach 
when he arrived here. A conference 
was held in which Rockne endeavored 
to assist the Columbia official in the 
preparation of a statement to the 
press which would clarify the situa- 
tion: While he discussed the proposed 
announcement, Rockne was informed 
over the telephone that Columbia al- 
ready had issued a statement to the 
effect that his selection had been 
withdrawn. 

The Columbia committee on ath- 
leties has ordered a full investigation 
of matters which led to the announce- 
ment Friday night that Rockne had 
been engaged. 

Columbia has an agreement of some 
sort signed by Rockne but it has not 
been made public. The coach de- 
clared he did not sign anything that 
weuld have been valid without a re- 
lease from Notre Dame. 

As Rockne left for the west last 
night he told how the “country boy” 
had escaped from the “city slicke:.“ 

“I hope my job is waiting for me 
when I get back,” he added. “Now 
that I have talked myself out in the 
east, my next job will be to go be- 
fore the Notre Dame officials and 
doubtless do a lot more explaining. 
But I guess everything will be all 
right and I hope to continue coaching 
at South Bend. But I am only an 
employee and if my superiors say I’m 
not wanted I guess it will be up to 
me to here.” ;

EIGHT PLANETS. 

We spoke yesterday of the trip 
which the earth makes around the sun 
each year. There are other plants 
which make the same kind of trip. 
Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, Sat- 
urn, Uranus and Neptune are the sev- 
en good-sized planets besides the earth. 
There are also smaller planets known 
2 planetoids,“ which I may describe 

a later time. 

3 is the smallest of the plan- 
ets named, and is also the closest to 
the sun. It travels at a higher sneed 
than any other planet. That is why 
it has the name of Mercury, the swift 
messenger god. 

Venus is a good sister of the earth, 
being almost the same size. 
some times of the year, there is no 
more beautiful sight in the sky than 
this shining planet. Yet Venus ‘is 
a little-known sister. She wears a 
veil of thick clouds and scientists have 
not been able to make out clear mark- 
ings on her surface. Venus makes 
a trip around the sun in 224 of the 
days we have on earth. 

Another neighbor of the earth is 
Mars, which has a reddish tint. This 
planet does not carry a thick veil of 
clouds, and does have such a regular 

th around the sun as the earth or 
ſenus. During one part of the year, 
Mars is much farther from the sun 
than during another part.

Put 
into clean bottles which have been 
sterilized by a few minutes’ bath in 
boiling water. ‘The lotion will keep 
about three or four weeks. Use it 
warm and with an eye dropper—or 
better still—an eye cup two or three 
times a day according to the needs of 
the case. 

John G. F.—Unless chilblains be- 
come so bad that they blister, they 
can usually be cured at home. The in- 
dications are redness, intense itching, 
and burning. A very old remedy was 
to plunge the feet into snow, but the | 
same effect may be attained by giving 
the feet an extremely cold bath. An 
improvement. upon this treatment is to 
immerse the feet for a minute in very 
hot water, and then for the same 
time in very cold water, then hot 
again, and so on until there is com- 
plete relief from all the uncomfortable 
symptoms. If the circulation is good, 
chilblains will not start, so it is ad- 
visahle to massage or do anything else 
to improve the circulation.

poning payment of debts until after a

New erk. December 14.—The gov- 
ernment cotton crop estimates for 
this season have now passed into his- 
tory and the trade is united in speed- 
ing the parting guest witLout any of 
the good wishes or the hope for a 
quick return which customarily go 
with such farewells. As a result of 
the estimate on December 8 of a pro- 
duction of 15,603,000 bales and a 
ginning to December 1 of 13,837,686 
bales and good weather reports 
throughout the belt, the markets have 
declined during movi of the week. 
There are still some who claim that 
the government has overestimated the 
yield but they are becoming both less 
numerous and less vociferous. Int 
fact, barring a pressure of low grades 
which is still felt, this season’s sup- 
ply has been nearly eliminated as a 
price-making factor, and from the con- 
sideration of weather reports and crop 
estimates the trade may now turn to 
the study of the statistics of the 
con- 
sumption as it is reflected in the 
world’s markets. 

Thus far the figures undeniably 
point to the absorption of the in- 
creased yield without adding to the 
carrying-over «any more than will 
suffice to restore world reserves to a 
more normal size than they have re- 
cently been. When this fact is de- 
veloped sufficiently to be apparent 
to everyone the decline will be over. 
Meanwhile the uncertainty as to the 
comparative values of gooa and low 
grades may express itself in nervous 
fluctuations from time to time until 
a more uniform and stable basis for 
the low grades especially is reached.
